The rity gardener who has only a small space'for ctiHivation must 


bo an intensive farmer, and ibeie is no crop with 
which intensive 


fanning gives better results than with tomatoes, says today's bulletin 
from the .National Emergency Food Garden Commission, which in co- 
operation with The Courier is promoting more home gardens to in- 
sure a sufficient food supply this year. 


When tomatoes arc grown commercially in ihe country ihe vines 


are usually allowed to sprawl OUT along the ground, which they do to 
rhe extent of several fcei. .Many of the fruits thus gro'iin arc lost by 
rotting. 


If this were :he only method of growing tomatoes they would not 


bo a good crop for the home garden because of the room (hey thus oc- 
cupy. But by the use of intensive mcihds the plants can be brought 
into such small cm pass that they hecme one of the heaviest food pro- 
ducers to the squaie fool of ground. 
^ 


The \inea must be trained to climb. In hnf houses, where every 


foot of space is valuable, tomatoes are always trained on trellises. In 
the garden they can be iie,d to 5-foot poles, and in this way other crops 
can be planted close to then:. 


Oiif way 10 do is to pinch off the side branches as Uicy appear so 


that all of the plains' vigor will go into the main stalk which can be 
trained up a polo. Another way is not to prune the plant but to fence 
in each row with ;i fence about one fool high on both sides of the row 
and lay slats across this fence to support the vines. The pruned plants 
can b^ as close together as 38 inches, the others about three feet.
